The  ACLU  show  tries  to  convey 
the  ACLU's  objectives  by  hav- 
ing active  ACLU  members  as 
guests.  These  guests  discuss 
current  activities  such  as:  ac- 
tual ACLU  cases  and  the  consti- 
tutional issues  involved,  ACLU 
lobbying  at  state  and  national 
levels,  women's  rights,  cable  te- 
levision etc.  Occasionally, 
guests  will  discuss  civil  liber- 
ties legislation  as  well  as  li- 
tigation (i.e.,  the  Shield  Law 
for  newsmen).  In  this  way  we 
hope  to  let  Houston  know  what 
the  ACLU  does,  not  just  in  th- 
eory, but  in  practice. 

Pacifica  radio,  which  pro- 
vides the  technical  facilities  for 
our  program,  can  also  be  consi- 
dered an  extension  of  our  con- 
stitutional right  to  freedom  of 
speech  and  to  freedom  of  the 
press,  both  interpreted  to  mean 
free  expression  of  ideas.  The 
ACLU  supports  the  contention 
that  the  right  to  free  expression 
of  ideas  must  include  acess  to 
the  electeonic  mass  media  and 
to  the  technical  assistance  ne- 
cessary for  such  citizen  par- 
ticipation. We  hope  the  example 
set  by  the  Pacifica  Foundation 
will  be  extended  to  every  city 
in  the  United  States,  and  include 
not  only  radio  but  television  as 
well.

It  began  for  me  at  the  age  of 
seven  as  a  fantasy,  and  at  thirteen 
as  a  reality.  I  used  to  rig  up 
simulated  radio  studios  from  my 
room  using  caps  from  hairspray 
cans  and  drying  out  mumsie's 
hairspray  for  supposed  radio 
equipment.

Getting  There 

I've  been  a  volunteer  for  about 
a  year  now.  And  I  hope  to  gain 
for  myself  experience  to  go  on 
to  commercial  radio,  hopefully 
a  jazz  station  here  in  Houston, 
which  is  the  purpose  of  the  Jazz 
Movement. 

The  listening  audience  can 
hear  jazz  (black)  music  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays  from  4:30  to  5:45. 
It  helps  the  station  round  out 
its  programming  and  at  the  same 
time  it's  a  service  to  the  com- 
munity by  playing  it's  music. 
It  also  helps  the  jazz  artist  to

The  format  of  the  show  usually 
includes  a  calendar  of  events  and 
an  on-the-air  discussion  with  an 
invited  guest  or  guests  in  which 
listeners  are  invited  to  partici- 
pate via  telephone.  We  oc- 
casionally do  a  book  or  movie 
review  or  play  a  produced  tape 
or  a  record. 

Our  aim  is  to  give  women  an 
opportunity  to  speak  with  each 
other  about  things  that  matter  to 
us.  We  invite  men  to  participate, 
too,  but  the  emphasis  is  on  women 
and  their  opinions. 

A  second  aim  of  the  program 
is  the  distribution  of  informat- 
ion. For  that  reason  we  invite 
as  our  guests  people  who  have 
knowledge  and  experience  of  the 
topic  we  plan  to  discuss. 
I  hope  you  will  listen  to  us  (on 
alternate  Sundays  at  4:00)  and 
participate  in  the  program.

Bluegrass  music  is  enjoying  its 
greatest  popularity  today,  and 
Pacifica  has  had  "The  Bluegrass 
Express"  since  December,  1971. 
Again,  Pacifica  is  ahead  of  things. 

What  is  Bluegrass  music?  The 
easiest  definition  is  "any  song 
which  is  sung  with  country  har- 
mony and  backed-up  with  instru- 
mentation done  only  by  five- string 
banjo,  mandolin,  fiddle,  bass,  bass 
guitar,  and  sometimes,  a  dobro. 
The  instruments  are  all  non-elec- 
tricially-amplified. 

The  current  burst  of  popularity 
may  be  attributed  seemingly  to  the 
movie  "DELIVERANCE",  but 
most  of  us  who  are  into  the  music 
see  it  as  the  direct  product  of  a 
slowly  increassing  interest  in  the 
music   by   all   people   in  general. 


There  are  many  albums  of  fine 
Bluegrass,  you  just  have  to  know 
where    to    find   them,    or  you  can 
order  them  through  your  favorite 
record   store.

That  strange  character 
generally  known  around 
town  as  Pacifica  lies  ill 
with  a  seemingly  incur- 
able disease.  During  his 
short  poverty  stricken 
career,  he  has  succeeded 
in  alienating  many  of  his 
old  friends  and  well 
wishers.  His  weaknesses 
have  been  many.  He  has 
often  been  self-indulgent, 
pontificating,  humorless 
and  unprofessional. 

His  lack  of  a  cohesive 
personality  caused  the 
great  majority  to  avoid 
him  and  therefore  not  to 
be  present  for  his  occa- 
sional flashes  of  bril- 
liance. Many  found  him 
inaccessible  and  his  fre- 
quent internal  problems

Doomcrier's  Lament/ 
Burning  Eyebrows  Programme 

As  a  volunteer  I  started  out 
about  a  year  and  a  half  to  two 
years  ago  when  Ben  Teague  was 
still  around  and  was  getting  to- 
gether the  Show -Biz  Dept.  Af- 
ter I  had  called  and  met  him, 
he  promptly  directed  me  to 
a  young  girl  called  Tarantula 
who  needed  poets  for  her  al- 
ternate Saturday  programme, 
Wooden  Ships  (now  defunct), 
whereupon  she  proceeded  to  teach 
me  everything  I  know  about  tape 
production  and  recording.  Not 
long  after,  some  of  my  works, 
in  recorded  form,  were  played 
on  Wooden  Ships  and  soon  after 
I  did  a  live  reading  on  that  pro- 
gramme. Unfortunately,  Wooden 
Ships  was  cancelled  soon  after 
that  and  I  had  to  console  myself 
by  doing  tape  production  with 
Tarantula  for  a  hoped  for  new 
programme. 

During  this  time  I  started 
to  make  friends  with  people  about 
the  station,  and  got  a  lot  of  help 
and  encouragement  from  them. 
About  nine  months  after  I  became 
a  KPFT  volunteer,  the  infamous 
Bob  Kainer  appeared  in  the  form 
of  a  volunteer  for  Tarantula, 
and  not  long  after  the  Doomcri- 
er's Squad,  consisting  of  myself, 
Tarantula,  and  Mr.  Kainer,  was 
formed  and  ideas  for  a  pro- 
gramme were  begun.  On  Decem- 
ber 9,  1972,  the  Doomcrier's  La- 
ment was  listed  in  the  Radio  Guide 
and  the  avantgarde  reign  of  the 
Doomcrier's  Squad  began.  For 
the  next  6  months,  every  other 
Saturday,  the  Doomcrier's  La- 
ment blared  forth  in  the  3  pm.  to 
4  pm.  timeslot  that  it  occupied. 
The  programme  schedule  consis- 
ted of  comedy  tapes,  poetry  ex- 
cursions, and  live  music  as  per- 
formed by  Home. 

For  reasons  unknown,  it 
seemed  that  I  was  the  writer 
for  most  of  the  programmes,  with 
Bob  pitching  in  occasionally  to 
help,  and  everyone  producing  the 
stuff.  But  even  so,  we  con- 
tinued to  be  billed  as  a  group 
and  we  continued  the  show  as 
such.  Finally,  sometime  in  May 
we  all  decided  to  give  up  the 
show  since  we  were  getting  no 
listener  response,  except  when 
we  had  the  live  group  on.  At 
this  time  we  don't  know  what 
we're  going  to  do,  but  we  hope 
to  get  a  half-hour  syndicated 
programme.  So,  one  week  and 
6  months  later,  the  Doomcrier's 
Lament  bites  the  dust,  and  out 
of  the  ashes  of  such,  we  hope 
will  come  the  Burning  Eyebrows 
Programme.  And  meanwhile 
I  will  continue  to  do  station 
promos,  weird  station  I.D.'s,and 
tapes  to  be  aired  on  the  B.E. 
Programme  sometime  in  August 
(?).  For  those  of  you  who  have 
never  listened,  please  do. 


At  the  present  time,  I  am  the 
ringleader  of  the  infamous  Doom- 
crier's Lament,  an  hour-long 
potpourri  of  music,  original  poe- 
try and  literature,  small  talk, 
humor,  and  overall  bizarreness 
presented  every  other  Saturday 
afternoon  at  3  pm.  Among  other 
things,  I  am  also  the  local  ex- 
pert on  electronic  and  other 
strange  musics,  and  do  occas- 
ional programs  on  the  subject.  I 
like  to  think  that  by  my  work  at 
KPFT,  I'm  giving  the  radio  pub- 
lic a  taste  of  the  unusual,  the 
exotic,  and  even  the  insanely  ab- 
surd. I  love  to  surprise  people, 
or  confuse  those  who  think  they 
know  everything  about  this  all- 
too-practical  and  concrete  world. 
The  often  outrageous  and  overall 
ridiculous  humor  I  compose  along 
with  my  trusted  cohort,  Glen 
Brooks  (i.e.,  PhD,  B.A.,S.O.B.) 
is  an  effort  on  our  part  to  slap 
conformity  and  pompous  sanity 
in  the  face,  kick  it  in  the  ass, 
or  hang  it  by  its  balls.

FT become  a  balanced  integrat- 
ion of  entertainment  and  infor- 
mation, the  entertainment  in  the 
information,  and  the  information 
in  the  entertainment,  for  I  believe 
even  a  madman  has  a  message.

I've  spent  an  inordinate 
amount  of  time  around  various 
and  sundry  broadcasting  faci- 
lities and  am  now  doing  week- 
end news  and  fill-in  work  at 
a  top  40  AM  station  in  Galves- 
ton. Top  40  has  its  palce  and 
I  hope  it  stays  there  ...the  only 
people  that  actually  listen  to  top 
40  deejays  are  other  top  40 
deejays— and  the  program  di- 
rectors who  hire  them.  The 
public,  believe  it  or  not,  listens 
for  the  top  40  music,  thus  KILT 
has  #1  ratings  and  sells  more 
soap,  therefore,  making  more 
money. 

A  step  away  is  KAUM,  who 
has  "Progressive  Top  40  Music" 
in  a  fairly  strict  music  format, 
as  do  all  the  ABC -run  stations 
around  the  country.  At  KAUM 
the  philosophy  is  that  top  40  is 
dying,  albeit  slowly,  and  that 
KAUM  can  sell  more  soap  and 
be  #1.

True,  both  used  to 
be  free  form  not  too  long  ago, 
but  they  now  belive  that  free  form 
radio  is  dead,  it  seems.  Wonder 
if  they  can  figure  out  why? 

When  I  find  myself  running 
back  and  forth  across  the  FM 
band  for  something  to  listen  to, 
I  usually  end  up  listening  to 
KLEF,  which  is  probably  why 
you  hear  so  much  classical  music 
in  my  KPFT  timeslot.

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EARLY  RADIO  this  month  features  radio  announcements  and  advertise- 
ments from  Harpers  Magazine,  August  and  December  issues,  1926,  when 
the  United  States  was  entering  its  sixth  season  of  public  broadcasting. 


THE  New  York  Philharmonic  Or- 
chestra  will    be    heard    twice    a 
week  over  the  radio  by  tens  of 
thousands  during  July  and  August. 

With  one  exception,  this  is  the  oldest 
orchestral  organization  in  the  world, 
dating  back  to  1 842,  and  antedated  only 
by  the  London  Philharmonic.  Every 
member  is  an  artist  of  distinction  on  his 
instrument,  many  of  them  being  noted 
soloists.  Four  famous  conductors 
known  to  music  lovers  the  world  over 
are  leading  the  concerts. 

Millions  of  dollars  have  been  expended 
in  carrying  on  and  perfecting  the  work 
of  this  notable  organization,  which  the 
mere  turning  of  a  dial  now  places  at 
the  command  of  countless  thousands. 

Every  care  has  been  taken  to  carry  to 
these  distant  listeners  the  exact  tones 
rendered.  Twelve  microphones  are 
used  to  pick  up  the  strains  of  the  or- 
chestra. These  are  distributed  among 
the  various  instruments  and  cut  in  or 
out  with  delicate  volume  control  from 
a  fully  equipped  special  operating  room 
at  the  great  open  air  Stadium  in  New 
York  where  these  summer  concerts  are 
being  given. 

The  management  of  these  concerts  has

week,  which  will  be  formed  from  selec- 
tions most  enjoyed  by  this  invisible 
audience  during  the  preceding  weeks 

While  good  reception  of  these  particulai 
concerts  is  confined  in  a  general  way 
largely  to  the  Eastern  States,  it  is  safe 
to  say  they  will  be  enjoyed  by  more 
people  than  the  total  number  who  have 
been  privileged  to  attend  the  two  thou- 
sand and  more  concerts  given  by  this 
great  orchestra  since  it  was  founded 
eighty-three  years  ago. 

Other  fine  orchestras  in  other  sections 
of  the  country  and  singers  of  the  highest 
standing  are  now  contributing  to  the 
summer-time  enjoyment  of  the  radio 
owner  wherever  located,  even  though 
special  summer  conditions  may  pre- 
vent in  some  instances  the  tuning  in  of 
distant  stations. 

Portable  receiving  sets  suited  to  vary- 
ing requirements  now  make  it  possi- 
ble to  carry  this  fine  radio  entertain- 
ment to  summer  camps  and  cottages, 
aboard  motor  boats  and  house  boats, 
and  wherever  the  vacationist  goes, 
whether  ashore  or  afloat.  They  are 
helping  to  make  the  summer-time  ap- 
peal of  the  radio  more  and  more  pro- 
nounced and  inviting.

Minor  irritants  are  audio  levels 
down  in  the  mud  when  recept- 
ion isn't  clear.  For  some  reasons 
this  often  happens  on  Mir  Zhivago 
and  various  women's  programs. 
Whoever's  running  the  board 
must  not  be  peaking  the  VU  at  100 
when  mikes  are  open.  I'd  hate 
to  think  that  sexistly,  women's 
voices  just  don't  carry  over  the 
radio  as  well  .... 

Another  disadvantage  I  suffer 
from  (here  200  miles  away  from 
Houston)  is  not  being  able  to 
freeload  like  anybody  in  Houston 
can.  As  far  as  I  know,  there 
is  no  store  or  the  like  in  the 
San  Antonio  area  where  I  can  go 
in  and  pick  up  one  of  your  many 
surplus  radio  guides!
